Made of Pro gress: . 

Pullets Should gain In wol};ht dur- 
ing the first laying year. Some poul- 
trymen make a practice of mnrklnp a 
few pullets and then wel;;hlng those 
sumo birds every week or two throuKh 
the fall months to keep a check on the 
birds' weight. Others just catch n few 
of the birds nceaslnnally and handle 
them for wuliiht and amount of lle-sh 
on the breastbone. 

If one has oeraslon to so Into the 
lion bouse at nbhi after the birds are 
on the pcrrlins, tliiit Is also a good time 
to elntfk on the hlrd.s* weltrht and con- 
dition. Another good time to note the 
amount nf lln.sh on the breast la while 
renmvlnn the egK» from underneath the 
pullets In the no.sts. ' ■ ■' 

If the pullets lose weight, there Is 
a good pnsslblllty of their going Into a 
mnlt. Tn maintain body welRht or to 
Inrreasc It. feed more to the birds, 
nive III! the scratch feed the htrds will 
t'ut at night and about one-half thai 
amount In the morning. Keep dry 
mash before the birds nt all times. 
Killing the feeders with fresh mash 
each day will encourage greater mash 
Intake Itmn when the feeders are filled 
iiiire or twice a week.

There are two prlnclpftl methods of 
finishing poultry — pfn-feodlng and 
crnte feeding. The former method la 
pfuerally used for turkeys and wnter- 
fiAvl, the latter for chickens of all 
iii;es. Some foedcrs follow the practice 
of pen fe(i<lln;; for a couple of weeks 
and then "nnl.sh olt" In crates, Uat- 
KiHos arc commonly used In Intensive 
plants, hut for ordinary farm use 
crnte.s are erpmlly Ratlsfnctory and are 
Inexpensive. The quarters where the 
Idrds are to ho "llnlshed" should he 
dry, cool nnd well venllhiled, and the 
hlrds should Imve quiet and freedom 
from excitement. 

The KonprnI purpose or heavyweight 
lireeds arc heat suited for crate feed- 
ing and hest reKults can be expected 
only where strong, vigorous, sturdy 
typf hlrds nro lined. Tlefore starling 
Ihe llnlRliIng period, the hIrAs should 
he dusted with (lowers of sulphur or 
some other sultahle preparation to In- 
sure llioir freedom from lice.

■ Apply to Chickens. 

Burpllea by ihfl Unttoil stutea Depftrlment 
of Agrlcultura.— WNU Service. 

Any source of vltnmln D thnt Is to 
be Included In mixed feeds liitended 
for poultry should be purclmscd on 
the bnsls of Us guJirnuteod pnlency for 
chickens Instead of rnts. The potency 
of. connnerclal sources of vitamin D Is 
cuatomurlly nioasiirod by teats made 
Avlth rats which do not react to the 
dirrerent sources of this vitamin as do 
chickens. 

The poultrynum may obtain vitamin 
D from cod-liver oil. sardine oil. other 
flsh-llvcr nnd llsh oils, and Irradiated 
products. In the case of cod-Uver oil, 
new standards have been adopted, nnd 
If It !s to bo sold as such It must now 
contain at least 85 International vltn- 
mln D units and nt least GOO interna- 
tional vitamin A units per Rraln. Any 
cod-liver oil that does not meet these re- 
quirements must he Inheled "cod-IIvcr 
oil, not U. S. P." The ilesliinntlon 
"Poultry U. S. P.," has been used re- 
cently, but it Is misleading and Its use 
1b not oniclal. 

Until some satisfactory chicken unit 
of vitamin D potency has been estab- 
lished, cod-Ilver ol! may be purchaswl 
on the basis of the number of Interna- 
tional vitamin D units It contains per 
gram. All other sources of vltnmln D 
should bo purchnsed on the basis of 
the minimum (pmntlty. expressed as 
per cent of the feed, required to pro- 
tect young growlnj: chicks npninst 
rickets. 

"Althoush the ofllclal method of 
stating vUnmln D potency Is to give 
the number of International units per 
gram, some carriers of cod-liver oil 
are still marked with the number of 
nnlts per ounce, and often the unit 
meant Is not the luternatlonal unit. 
The purchaser should remember that 
fill units of vitamin P potency are not 
equal and that an ounce Is more than 
28 times as heavy as a gram." 



SHOULD TURN EGGS 
WHILE INCUBATING 

Poultry Expei-t Cites Four 
Fundamental Factors.

Temperature, ventilation, mois- 
ture and change of position are the 
four fundamental factors in obtain- 
ing good hatches in incubators. 

Changing the position of the em- 
bryos during the three weeks of de- 
velopment within the shell is very 
important. Mother hens, incubat- 
ing their setting of eggs' on the old- 
fashioned nest, usually move the 
eggs beneath them at least twice 
during the day. thus tending to 
equalize the exposure of each egg to 
the conditions of temperature, fresh 
nir and moisture, all of which must 
be uniformly applied to each egg. 

In the operation of the modern in- 
cubator, man can well copy this 
rule of the hen. Experimental evi- 
dence seems to indicate that he can 
go the hen one better by doubling 
the number of turnings during each 
24-hour period. 

If hatching eggs are changed in 
position once every six hours, opti- 
mum results, other things being 
equal, will generally result. It is 
partly a matter of preventing the 
sticking of the developing embryo 
to some one position within the 
shell, and partly a matter of equal- 
izing the exposure of the respective 
eggs to the conditions which will 
bring about normal, natural embry- 
onic growth. 

Most modern incubators are pro- 
vided with devices for turning eggs. 
It is important to be regular and 
consistent in this practice. It is one 
of those many small items which, 
taken collectively, spell successful 
hatching and the production of 
chicks.

Warm Soil Is Necessary 
to Grow the Sweet Corn 

With jaded winter appetites hun- 
gering for such spring dishes as 
roastin* ears, home and commer- 
cial vegetable gardeners are ad- 
vised that no definite date can 
be given for the safe planting of 
sv.*eet corn, since the seed will not 
germinate or grow until the soil is 
fairly warm, according to B. L. 
Weaver, of the department of hor- 
ticulture, University of Illinois, col- 
lege of agriculture. 

Planting a number of varieties 
which vary as to timi; of matur- 
ity is a recommended method of 
obtaining a succession of roasting 
ears throughout the season. A good 
succession of white corn may be had 
y : planting Howling Mob, Early Ev- 
ergreen, Stowell's Evergreen, Nar- 
row Grain Evergreen or Country 
Gentleman at the same time. A 
succession of yellow varieties may 
be obtained by using Purdue Ban- 
tam, Golden Bantam, (Bancross), 
Golden Cross Bantam and Yellow 
oi Golden Evergreen. 

Yield and uniformity are much 
greater where hybrid seed is used. 
Hybrids, because ol their vigor 
and possibly because of some in- 
herent resistance, may be less sus- 
ceptible to bacterial wilt than open- 
pollinalcd types.

Selecting New Flock 

Poultrymen who are selecting 
their new breeding flock, if they are 
planning on raising their own baby 
chicks this spring, says D. D. Mey- 
er, of the Missouri station, should 
retain only those hens which are 
healthy. Hens which have laid well 
certainly should be included. Satis- 
factory future breeders are also in- 
dicated by thoroughly bleached skin 
In the case of yellow skinned breeds, 
and an old, dry coal of feathers, a 
sign of late molting. Pullets to bo 
used should have large, rugged bod- 
ies, well covered with muscle and 
fat. 

They should show early sexual ma- 
turity by well developed comb and 
wattles, and a large, pliable abdo- 
men with flexible pin bones that are 
spread apart. A healthy flock should 
be the aim of all poultrymen.

Keep Brood Sow3 Gaining 

Brood sows should be kept gain- 
ing at the rale of about one pound 
per day up to farrowing time. DifTl- 
culty in farrowing, pig eating and 
poor milk flow are often traceable 
in inadequate rations, states a writ- 
er in Wallaces' Farmer. A good ra- 
tion includes about a pound of oats 
per sow daily, a small amount of 
protein supplement such as tankage 
or soy bean meal, free access to leg- 
ume hay and enough corn to put on 
the desired gain. 



Settlers Protected Forests 

The first settlers in America were 
wiser than many of their descend- 
ants, for they recognized the value 
of forests, passed laws lo protect 
them, Special permission had to be 
gained to cut trees in Plymouth 
colony; William Penn demanded 
that one acre of forest remain un- 
touched for every five cut.

Napoleon Cnose Grave on 

the Island of St. Helena 

Jamestown, Island of St. Helena, 
fa Iho town and countryside where 
Napoleon spent an exile of six years. 
Longwood, tho house where Napo- 
leon lived, Is a long one-story buUd- 
ing with Q peaked roof, high enough 
for attic bedrooms for servants. The 
house is partly of mortar and is 
as it was when the deposed em- 
peror of France lived there, notes 
a writer in the Washington Post. 

In this house Napoleon was vir- 
tually a prisoner, guarded night and 
day. He was allowed walks about 
tlie countryside, but If he strayed 
too far an alarm bell rang- out, call- 
ing him back. 

During one of his rambles Napo- 
leon came upon a spring beneath 
Q great cypress tree which over- 
looked a peaceful valley. Many 
times he returned to the place. Ha 
grew to love the spot and finally 
asked that when death came that 
he might be burled there. Napoleon 
died on May, 5, 1B21, and was buried 
in the space which is surrounded by 
an iron fence. The body was re- 
moved to Paris October 15, 1840. It 
is related that on tho last page of 
Napoleon's copybook, used when he 
was a schoolboy in Corsica, where 
he was born, these words are writ- 
ten in his own handwriting: 

"St. Helena, an island In the 
South Atlantic; British possession." 

St. Helena lies 1,200 miles west 
of the coast of Angola, Africa, and 
about twice this distance east of 
Brazil. It is In practically the sama 
latitude BK Mnznmbiauo. 



COSTS TO FARMERS 
TAKE JUMP IN 1937 



Various Things Affect Expense 
of Crop Raising. 



Washington, D. C— The cost to 
farmers in raising their 1037 crops 
probably will be "somewhat high- 
er" than last year, according to the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Farm labor will cost slightly 
more. Seed prices already have 
advanced sharply, and feed prices 
will be materially higher than in 
1036, the department said. 

Summarizing the outlook for farm 
labor, equipment and fertilizer, the 
department said: 

"Wage rates will rise with the 
continued upward trend in the de- 
mand for workers in nonagrlcuUural 
activities, and with the greater de- 
mond for hired farm workers that 
is likely to result from more nearly 
normal crop and livestock produc- 
tion. 

•'Prices paid by farmers for seed 
have already advancecl sharply as 
a result of drouth-restricted sup- 
plies and will continue at relatively 
high levels during the 1937 spring 
planting season. 

"During the first half of the year, 
or until the harvest of tho 1937 crop 
replenishes the present drouth re- 
duced supplies, the feed prices will 
be materially higher than in 1930. 

"Prices of other items used in 
production are expected to differ 
but little from the 1936 levels, al- 
though the prospective general up- 
turn in the cost of materials and 
labor entering into the expense of 
manufacturing farm machinery, 
fertilizer and building supplies may 
result in slight advances." 

The department said farm wage 
rates will continue the "slow rise of 
the last three years" due to an in- 
crease in both the nonagrlcuUural 
and agricultural demand for labor. 
Farm wage rates are now the high- 
est since 1931. 

The- department forecast that 
"production and sales of farm ma- 
chinery during 1937 probably will 
exceed those of 1936— which were 
the highest since 1930— and equal 
the 1025-20 average, especially if 
crop conditions are more nearly 
normal." 

Fertilizer sales and prices, it was 
said, probably will average "some- 
what higher" than In 1038, but not 
greatly different from the 1910-1914 
average. Use of fertilizer has In- 
creased steadily since 1929, it was 
said. 



Shoeing of Oxen Problem 

for Pageant Officials 

Marietta, O.— "Calling all ox- 
tcnni drivers" is the cry of the 
United States Northwest Territory 
Celebration commission as it faces 
the question of how to shoe the oxen 
which will start December 3 to draw 
a covered-wagon convan over the 
original trail from Ipswich, Mass., 
to Marietta, in a re-enactment of 
the pioneer journey to the north- 
west territory. 

Commission ofTlcials explained 
•their dilemma by pointing out that 
most of the old pioneer trail is 
paved road today, and oxen must 
be shod to be driven on these roads. 
Willie there are tliousands of ox- 
teams available, most of them are 
on farms where shooing is not a 
problem, and old-timers familiar 
with shoeing of oxen are becoming 
scarce. 

It is known, of course, that the 
ox shoe is in two pieces and differs 
a good deal from the horseshoe. 
However, some say that tho ox*s 
hoof is too thin to stand re-shoeing, 
while others assert that although 
tho white part of the hoof is thin 
and brittle, the black part is tough 
and will stand frequent re-slioclng. 

Caatle Shrine Is Urged 

for Dionne Quintuplets 

Toronto, Ont.- -A gram lose plan 
to enshrine the Dionne quintuplets 
in the $2,000,000 Casa Loma "white 
elephant" castle and— as its spon- 
sor said — "pay off the entire na- 
tional debt in twenty years" — was 
under consideration by the Toronto 
civic property committee. 

The children would be made 
"Canada's greatest tourist attrac- 
tion" under the scheme of Alder- 
man Percy Quinn, who was named 
a committee of one to place the plan 
before the property comrnisslorier. 

The plan would place the quin- 
tuplets amid the regal splendor of 
the castle, built by Sir Henry Pel- 
latt, which Toronto seized for un- 
paid taxes. They would reside there 
eli^ht months of the year. 

It was claimed that the stream of 
visitors to their Callander nursery, 
now past the 1,000,000 mark, would 
be diverted to Toronto to pay 50 
cents a head for admission to the 
castle grounds.

TURKEY PROSPECTS 
" PUZZLE BREEDERS 

Too Early to Figure Cost of ^ 
Feed for Poults. 

By E, Y. Smith. New Vork_Slnte AbtIcuI- 
furai Extension Division.— WNU Service. 

A fair price for poults which will 
enoble breeders to break even and 
perhaps make a Uttle money in 
spite of high feed prices is the first 
point in the turkey outlook. 

The outlook applies to those who 
buy poults from New York state 
breeders. Cornell veterinary college 
has found that puUorum disease is 
not important in the state's turkey 
flocks, and those tested have been 
found free of this disease. Accord- 
ing to authorities in some other 
states, puUorum infestation is se- 
rious. 

Second point in the outlook is that 
commercial growers will probably 
face higher feed prices for poults 
the first part of the growing season, 
which is not so serious because to- 
tal consumption is not large during 
the early part of the season. 

Finally, if the expected good 
wheat crop develops, together with 
a good corn crop, the probabilities 
are that turkey rations will be con- 
siderably lower from July on 
through the growing season. Since 
that is when turkeys eat the most 
feed, a reduction in price is more 
important at that time. 

These facts indicate a "more fav- 
orable" condition for the 1937 tur- 
key grower, though not a ''partic- 
ularly favorable" one.

Poiiable Brooder House 

Favored by Specialist 

A round - roof portable brooder 
house, lighter In weight and easier 
to move than the ordinary shed-roof 
type may well be one of the factors 
in the success of the farm poultry 
enterprise in 1937, according to Cora 
E. Cooke, extension poultry special- 
ist. University Farm, St. Paul. 

Besides being more portable, the 
house is easier to heat, because 
of the smaller amount of head 
space. Another advantage is the 
window arrangement, for on all four 
sides there are two windows of barn- 
sash size. The windows distribute 
light over the floor evenly, prevent- 
ing crowding and the development 
of too much heat from the sun in one 
place. The window arrangement al- 
so provides ventilation to fit all 
weather conditions. In hot weather 
window^ on the four sides may be 
opened to allow for excellent cross 
ventilation. 

A double floor, which protects the 
young poultry from cold, is 12 by 14 
foot— large enough to accommodate 
400 baby chicks or 250 young tur- 
keys. The matrix, or form, for the 
round roof is easily made by fitting 
1-inch material together. 

Sloping roosts are constructed 
along the sides. A 500-chick brooder 
stove may be used in the house. 
Feeding porches, 12 by 14 feet, 
may bo attached to the house. For 
chicks, i-inch mesh wire should be 
used; for turkeys, 1 by 2-inch mesh.

Dried milk and meat scraps. lw» 
eoinmnn niatorlnlfl used tii furnish pro- 
tein 111 poultry rations, cost more than 
the soyhoan moal; and the cost of the 
ration for laylnji lions Is very Im- 
portant nt this Konson of declining ckv- 
prlce.t. The soyhoan meal can he n.sed 
to riMilnco 111 least one-half of the 
meat serap and to redueu the iiinoinit 
of dried inllk to 2 per eeiil of the lay- 
Ins rathtn. Prom 3 to n per cent of 
dried milk should he kept In elilt-k re- 
tinas. 

Cround soybeans contalnliiR the nat- 
ural oil cannot he used succossfnlly as 
poultry feed, but the moiil produced 
at mills where the oil Is extrnrted I.h 
satisfactory except thai a mineral ndx- 
ture should he added. The nUneral 
mixture can ho tuade of 40 pounda 
hone meal, 20 pounds llmoHtone, and 
21) pounds salt. This mixture shoulil 
he u.ied at the rate of one pound to 
every the pounds of soyhoan meal. 

At present market prices, dried milk 
Is sellliie for five times as much as 
soyhean meal and meat scraps 
are nearly twice as expensive. Do- 
creaslnp the amount of milk In the ra- 
tion win lower the vitamin G content 
hut this can be supplied hy feedlnp 
, j;rcen pras,s, (;uod legume hay, or al- 
falfa meat.

Discing for Lespedeza 

Korean lespedeza may be seeded 
safely in oats by discing or drilling 
the seed into the soil with the oats 
or after the oats have been seeded. 
The method of seeding may be sim- 
ilar to that of red clover in wheat, 
with oats or in thin pastures, says 
the Indiana Farmer's Guide. Most 
scedings are broadcast and cover- 
ing more than an inch in depth may- 
prohibit germination of the lespe- 
deza. If the seed is to be disced 
into the ground with oats, cover as 
lightly as possible. 

Raising Broiler Birds 

The cross of Rhode Island Red 
hens and Barred Rock males is a 
popular broiler bird. It is said that 
they grow faster and are easier to 
raise than most pure breeds. Broil- 
1 ers are started on a chick starting 
ration and can be given hard grain 
after a short time or raised on an 
all mash feed. A special broiler ra- 
tion gives well fleshed birds. The 
loss in dressing broilers ranges be- 
between 13 and 14 per cent.

Future Flock Profits 

The future success of tlie poultry 
tlock depends a sreat deal upon the 
care and luanat'cment of Krowlnc 
chicks In the sprliij;. Olve them prop 
or care and they will urow Into .ilrtm;:. 
vigorous, prolltnble birds. 

Some of the fundamentals to observe 
while ihe chicks are young were pulnl- 
cd oul as follnws: 

Do not overcrowd. See that there 
are not ninre thiin two chicks for each 
square fool of lluor space In Ihe broud- 
cr house. 

Provide two luiir-gallon drinking 
founts for each 100 chicks. One live- 
foot nuish hopper will be enough for 
each 100 cld-rks during the Ilrsl thret* 
weeks. 

l-'roni the ago of three weeks unlll 
they reach broiler sl^e. each IIKJ chleks 
Hho'nld have two nia.Mi Impptrrs fnnr 
luelies high, bIx Inches wide, and live 
feet long. 

Inndetpiate feeillni; nnd drinking fa 
cllltlcs Is one of ilie wor.sl faults In 
|)nnUry raising. 

Have adeiinately conlrnlkMl venllhi 
tltin. .More ehlekw are klUeil or wimU 
nncd hy overheating than hy cIiIIIIml'. 
Keep the feed hupperii tilled with a 
well halancod mash. 

.\lm to have the chicks consuadng 
about c^u.^l parts of mash and scratch 
feed at the sixth week. 
Maintain rigid .sanitation. 
Cull all slow developing clileks. 
These st'ldnni "coine through" and 
prove prol>'-yl)le. 

When the weather perndts, get the 
chicks ont on the ground. A great 
deal of heneiU Is gained from sun- 
tililue, green feed, and fresh air.
